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FURY OVER CLUB’S DERELICT FORMER GROUND ‘LEFT TO ROT’ 



AN HISTORIC former football ground is be¬ 
ing left to rot by the council, it is claimed, 
with demands for it to be kicked back into 
life. Walsall Council’s lack of action over 
the former Darlaston Town Football Club 
ground has been branded ‘a disgrace’ as it 
remains unresolved four years on. 

The ground in Waverley Road, has been 
boarded up since 2013 when the then club 
folded and Walsall Council took over the site. 

But the site remains derelict despite at 
least three different organisations having 
stated an interest in taking it over. On top 


of this, it is alleged the council is still cutting 
the grass at the site. 

A livid councillor Doug James, who repre¬ 
sents Darlaston, has vowed to call a public 
meeting to get to the bottom of the situation. 

Ridiculous 

He said: “There are three groups inter¬ 
ested in taking over the site - a local football 
club, Darlaston ATC and a youth group - but 
Walsall Council does not seem interested. 

“We have got a ridiculous situation where 
the site is completely derelict and left to ruin 


but Walsall Council is still cutting the grass. 
It is a complete waste of taxpayers’ money. 

“We have young people who are coming up 
to a six-week holiday soon and we have got 
this fabulous green area that they can’t use 
because it is being left to rot. It is an abso¬ 
lute shambles, a disgrace. 

A council spokesman said it was still ‘pro¬ 
ceeding with the demolition’ of stands and 
the council would then be ‘reviewing its op¬ 
tions with regard to future uses for the site’. 

The council declined to comment on the 
grass cutting issue. 


TOWN RALLIES 
TO SAVE PARADE 


AN appeal to save an under-threat Re¬ 
membrance Day parade has been given a 
much-needed cash injection - with organis¬ 
ers now almost hitting their target. 

The Short Heath Save The Parade group in Willenhall 
needed to find £4,000 after some of the funding to close 
the roads was withdrawn by West Midlands Police. 

Last year West Midlands Police _ m - n, ^ 


and Crime Commissioner David 
Jamieson teamed up with Wal¬ 
sall Council to cover costs for the 
parade. This year the council will 
again contribute 30 per cent of 
traffic management costs - up to 
£1,000 - but the community must 
find the rest. 

The save the parade group 
has been working with the Short 
Heath British Legion to try to 
make up the missing funds for this 
year’s parade and has won the sup¬ 
port of the local community. 

Vice-chairman Barry Hindley 
said: “The Nisa store on Stroud 
Avenue in Willenhall has been 
helping us a lot. The shopkeeper 
there put us in touch with the Nisa 
head office in Scunthorpe and they 
donated £1,000.” 

A number of different charity 
events have also taken place to 
help raise the money. 

The group organised a concert 
by the Short Heath Singers, which 
was held at Short Heath Method¬ 
ist Church on Saturday and raised 
£750. 

The Whimsey Inn in Lane Head, 
Short Heath, is also helping to¬ 
wards the costs, with more than 
£2,000 raised by bosses in recent 
months towards costs. 

The pub held a fun day with 
numerous activities such as stalls, 
tombola and skittles. 

The parade will go through 
Church Road in Short Heath and 
down to the Lane Head memorial

cenotaph. Mr Hindley said: “The 
support from the public has just 
been absolutely fantastic. 

“I think that it is wrong that we 
are having to pay to honour our 
brave soldiers but we are doing a 
good job so far. 

“We are well on the way to¬ 
wards paying for this year and any 
more we raise will go towards next 
year’s costs.” 

In a statement, Walsall Council 
said: “In December 2016, Walsall’s 
Cabinet agreed to put in place 
a financial contribution toward 
traffic management costs at Re¬ 
membrance Sunday Parades for 
2017, 2018 and 2019. 

“A financial contribution of 30 
per cent of traffic management 
costs up to a cap per parade of 
£1,000 was agreed in order to give 
event organisers some certainty 
over the next three years.”

Brave Isabella’s message in a bottle boost 


A SCHOOLGIRL fighting cancer had a 
huge surprise when she got a response 
after chucking a message in a bottle out 
to sea. Isabella Lyttle, who turned 10 
on Monday, has the rare and aggressive 
form of cancer neuroblastoma - and has 
relapsed three times after first being di¬ 
agnosed when she was three. 

During a trip to Southampton Hospi¬ 
tal, the youngster and her family visited 
Bournemouth and wrote a message in a 
bottle before flinging it into the depths of 
the English Channel. 

But little did she know, it washed up 
just an hour away in nearby Swanage, 
Dorset, and she returned to Rushall with 
an email from the couple who found it. 

Isabella’s mum Jennie Dalton, aged 40, 
said: “She was delighted to get a response. 
We had to go down to Southampton to 
meet a doctor and she asked us to go to 
Bournemouth as a little break, and said “I 
want to put a message in a bottle”. 

“She wrote her email address down and 
threw it in the water. As soon as she got 
home she got an email from a couple who 
had found it. They replied and I thanked 
them and told them about the fundraising 
we’re doing.” 

Isabella was first diagnosed in 2010 
aged three, she has undergone chemother¬ 
apy, radiotherapy and stem cell surgery. 

The family have launched a huge fund¬ 
raising campaign to raise £200,000 to take 
her to America to receive treatment in 
case the current treatment she is receiv¬ 
ing isn’t successful. Mum Jennie hopes 
the people of Walsall will get behind the 
campaign much like they have done with 
Bradley Lowery in Sunderland, who has 
the same illness as Isabella.”

Chris, aged 47, who 
played more than 450 
times for Walsall, 
ended up in bed for 
three days with what 
he thought was flu at 
Christmas. He went 
to a clinic, with his 
wife who got a nurse 
to take his blood 
pressure, after wait¬ 
ing for two hours. It 
was 248/160. Chris said: “The doctor said 
I could have a heart attack at any minute.” 
Then he was rushed into intensive care. He 
has thanked Walsall fans for their support.

Hospital fined for 
ambulance delays 

MORE than 100 ambulance transfer 
breaches were recorded in a month at 
Walsall Manor leading to a hefty fine for 
hospital bosses. 

The emergency department contin¬ 
ues to struggle with processing pa¬ 
tients within the required 30 minutes. 

According to the latest figures, in 
April there were 104 transfers - four per 
cent of the 2,597 total - that took longer 
than 30 minutes, including 11 which 
took longer than an hour. The failings 
resulted in a fine of £31,800.

Firm pulls out of 
apartments plan 

PLANS to build new apartments on land 
near a pub have been withdrawn. 

In June 2016, NewRiver Property had 
submitted plans to build 12 apartments on 
land to the rear of the United Kingdom Inn 
on Bloxwich Road, Willenhall. 

The developers said that the ‘scrubland’ 
where the apartments would have been 
built had a ‘history of fly-tipping’ and that 
they were looking to use it for housing. 

However, the plans have now been 
withdrawn by the company and will not go 
ahead. 
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Trampoline centre bounces back 



Back open at Jump In 


A REFURBISHED indoor trampoline 
centre has reopened in the Black Coun- 
try.Jump In Trampoline Arena in Wal¬ 
sall swung open its doors at Bentley Mill 
Way on Wednesday. 

The site has been open for a year as a 
trampoline park known as Jump Nation. 
But after Jump Nation was bought out 
by Jump In the centre underwent an ex¬ 
tensive refurbishment. 

The refurbishment started on April 26 
and finished last Tuesday. 

Among some of the changes people 
will see is a new party floor, new big 
beam and a special area for toddlers. 

Sammy Burgess, aged 23, one of the 


managers at the site, said she was ‘abso¬ 
lutely delighted’ the site had reopened 
with the improvements made. 

She said: “Obviously we ran it for a 
year before Jump In took over Jump 
Nation. Now we have got new exciting 
features and the centre is much more 
customer-friendly. For example we now 
have an area where parents can watch 
their children jumping, something that 
was not possible before. 

“Other new features we have included 
are a new party floor, where previously 
we just had party rooms, a brand new 
big foam tip, two extra long tumble 
tracks for people to show off their skills 


on and a brand new toddler area. The 
toddler area is for children under five so 
they do not get mixed up with the older 
children. 

“There are special toys in there and 
a foam pit.” Of Wednesday’s official 
launch, Sammy added: “We had a lot of 
walk-ins, it was a good turnout.” Jump 
In, which describes itself as the UK’s 
fastest growing trampoline arena oper¬ 
ator, took over the Jump Nation site in 
March. The acquisition came just two 
months after it launched its latest site in 
Enfield, London. Bosses hope the 25,000 
square foot Walsall site is the most ac¬ 
cessible in the Black Country. 


£25k reward offered 
following bank raid 


A £25,000 reward has been of¬ 
fered by bank bosses after a 
robber tied up staff before flee¬ 
ing with cash. 

Police said the raider gained entry to 
Lloyds Bank in High Street, Aldridge, 
as workers opened up for the day at 
8.30am last Tuesday 

West Midlands Police detectives believe 
two people may have been involved in the 
robbery - one acting as a lookout. A large 
quantity of cash was stolen. 

The branch, which was closed on Tues¬ 
day, Wednesday and Thursday, reopened 
on Friday. 

A Lloyds Bank spokesperson said: “We 
can confirm there was an incident at the 
Aldridge High Street branch on Tuesday. 

“Police are currently investigating and 
we are assisting with their inquiries. No 
customers or members of staff were hurt 
in the incident.” 

A reward of £25,000 has now been offered 
by bank bosses to anyone with information 
leading to the arrest of the offenders. 

Threatened 

It comes after three men threatened staff 
with machetes during an attempted rob¬ 
bery at Barclays just two doors down from 
Lloyds in November. 

The men spent just one minute in the 
building after ramming the front window 
with a van and then fleeing empty-handed. 

Councillor John Murray, who represents 
the Aldridge Central and South, said it was 
‘shocking’ that two bank raids had taken 
place in such a short space of time. 

“I am relieved that there was no-one 
injured,” he added. “But nonetheless it is 
a despicable crime. For a small place in 
Aldridge its the kind of thing you except 
me to happen once in a lifetime. It is a good 
thing there is a reward on offer and we just 
hope someone who knows something will 
come forward.” 

Michael Cooper, aged 52, from Aldridge, 
said: “It is worrying for us as the public be¬ 
cause of what happened to the staff. It is 
scary to think what might have happened 
if it was busy.”

A WOMAN has been prosecuted for 
breaching environmental laws after the 
men she paid to take away her rubbish 
just dumped it in a lane in Essington.

Also pleading 
guilty to breaching environmental laws 
was Bushra Bi from Birmingham. She 
failed in her duty of care to make proper 
checks after paying men, who were 
doing gardening, to take away her waste 
and dispose of it. 

The men were not authorised collec¬ 
tors and the waste was fly-tipped in Mid¬ 
dle Lane in Oaken. Bi, was fined £90 and 
ordered to pay a victim surcharge of £30 
and contribute £500 to costs.

A MOTHER and her son admitted plot¬ 
ting to fake her own death in Zanzibar to 
claim a £140,000 life insurance pay-out. 
Arafa Nassib, aged 48, of Lower Rushall 
Street, Walsall and her 18-year-old son 
Adil Kasim admitted conspiring to com¬ 
mit fraud against Scottish Widows 

Yusuf Abdullah, 24, of the same ad¬ 
dress, pleaded not guilty at court. 

The three were granted unconditional 
bail until July 12, when Nassib and 
Kasim, of Lower Rushall Street, Walsall, 
will be sentenced, while the case against 
Abdullah will also be mentioned during 
the course of that day. 

City of London Police brought charges 
against the three during last month 
after an inquiry into allegations Nassib 
had died during an accident that hap¬ 
pened in Zanzibar.

RAILWAY stations could be opened 
in Willenhall and Darlaston, plus a 
Metro connection to Stourbridge,are 
among the proposals being comment¬ 
ed on in a public consultation which 
ended on Tuesday. 

The six-week public consultation 
on the Draft 2026 Delivery Plan for 
Transport is part of a plan for growth 
by the West Midlands Combined Au¬ 
thority. The authority predicts there 
will be 1.2million extra journeys every 
day by 2035 - and bosses want to not 
only ease congestion but also ensure 
air quality. 

Rail travel across the region contin¬ 
ues to increase, going up 70 per cent 
over the past 10 years. And as part 
of the delivery plan, new stations are 
being proposed, including Willenhall 
and Darlaston. 

The rail station at Darlaston, pre¬ 
viously known as Darlaston James 
Bridge railway station, was part of 
the line but closed in 1965 along with 
the line. Willenhall shut in 1965 when 
the line between Wolverhampton and 
Walsall was closed to passengers. 

The consultation also features 
Metro routes. It states the extension 
from Wednesbury to Brierley Hill is 
already ‘committed’ with work ex¬ 
pected to start next year. 

But it also signals schemes to be 
investigated over the next 10 years, 
including a line from Wednesbury to 
Walsall, and Brierley Hill to Stour¬ 
bridge. 

In addition, the consultation is 
also looking at increasing the speed 
of buses in the region by introducing 
more Sprint routes. Two routes al¬ 
ready operate - Quinton to Birming¬ 
ham, and Birmingham to Airport and 
Solihull - and they benefit from dedi¬ 
cated priority at key junctions. 

One of the routes proposed is for 
the Hagley Road, from Dudley to Bir¬ 
mingham. 

inspection offers 
'chance to shine' 

STAFF at Walsall Manor Hospital 
have been told to take their ‘chance 
to shine’ at an upcoming CQC inspec¬ 
tion. The Walsall Healthcare NHS 
Trust which runs the hospital was 
placed into special measures in Jan¬ 
uary 2016 after inspectors declared it 
was ‘inadequate’ overall. 

Chief executive Richard Kirby says 
the trust is expecting its next inspec¬ 
tion ‘in the near future’ and has urged 
staff to showcase improvements made 
in the last 18 months when the mo¬ 
ment arrives. He said: “We are work¬ 
ing hard to ensure that teams across 
the Trust are prepared for the CQC 
inspection that we expect in the near 
future. The Provider Information Re¬ 
turn requested by the CQC has now 
been submitted including the self-as¬ 
sessment that we finalised as a board 
after our discussions on May 17. 

“The key message to our staff at 
this stage is that the inspection pro¬ 
vides their chance to shine.” 


Dame Mo steps down as superhead

A CONTROVERSIAL superhead 
from the Black Country has stepped 
down from her school principal role, 
it has been announced. 

Dame Maureen Brennan has left 
her position as headteacher of Barr 
Beacon School in Walsall and been 
replaced by Lynsey Draycott. 

But Dame Maureen will still be in¬ 
volved at the school as she has now 
been appointed as chief executive 
officer of the Matrix Academy Trust 
- which runs Barr Beacon, Bloxwich 
Academy, Etone College in Nunea¬ 
ton and the Dame Elizabeth Cadbury 


School in Birmingham. The move 
was confirmed in a school newslet¬ 
ter, which featured a statement from 
the Academy Trust’s chairman of di¬ 
rectors. The statement from Jeremy 
Bench confirming Dame Maureen’s 
move said: “The directors of the Trust 
and the school’s Governance Advisory 
Board are delighted Mrs Draycott has 
accepted the headship of Barr Bea¬ 
con School to enable Dame Maureen 
Brennan to be appointed as chief ex¬ 
ecutive officer of the Trust. 

“This change of headship will be 
seamless to ensure that there is con¬ 


sistency of leadership and mainte¬ 
nance of the ethos and values that 
have made Barr Beacon such a great 
school. 

“I am sure that the next 10 years 
will be as successful as the last 10. I 
know that Barr Beacon School will 
go from strength to strength.” Dame 
Maureen is one of the highest profile 
headteachers in the region. 

She was honoured by the Queen 
for turning around the fortunes of 
Hillcrest School and Community Col¬ 
lege in Netherton, where she was in 
charge from 2002 until 2007. 


Go-karts track plans 
set to be turned down 


PLANS for a new go-kart complex 
promising to be ‘one of the best’ in 
the UK are set to be rejected, it has 
emerged. 

Roy Johnson, who owns Fishley Park in Pel- 
sall, wants to build the £3 million scheme fea¬ 
turing an outdoor 1,200m track, a hospitality 
block and a restaurant on land north of Wyrley 
Common and south of the A5 Watling Street in 
Norton Canes. 

The application was submitted in July last 
year but nothing has happened since, with 
Cannock Chase District Council said to be wait¬ 
ing on some details from Mr Johnson before it 
is put before the authority’s planning commit¬ 
tee to make a decision. 

However it has now been reported that the 
council has concerns over the plans and officers 
will recommend they are thrown out. 

Planning chiefs have reservations over the 
fact the proposed site is within green belt land 
and does not fall under Cannock Chase’s local 
plan. 

A council source told sister paper the Express 
& Star: “The application is still live but plan¬ 
ning officers are having trouble with it because 
it is in green belt and it does not fit in with the 
local plan which the council has because of its 
own location in green belt. 

Decision 

“The council has not made a decision yet and 
it cannot be taken to committee yet because the 
applicant has not given all the information. But 
because of the green belt officers recommenda¬ 
tion will be to refuse it.” 

Architect Ron Oliver, commenting on Mr 
Johnson’s behalf, said: “We always expected 
this but we are very, very disappointed with 
the planners. 

“We have information we have given to the 
council but they are saying they have not seen 
it, which is what has disappointed us. 

He added: “We always knew green belt would 
be the issue but we have got the full support of 
the parish council and quite a lot of support 
from residents. It will hopefully go to commit¬ 
tee in July or August and we are just getting 
everything together ready for that.” 

Speaking last year Dudley-born Mr John¬ 
son said the complex would bring millions of 
pounds into Cannock Chase’s economy, with 
a single event bringing in up to £200,000 over 
just one weekend. 

“It will be a premier facility, aiming to be one 
of the best,” he said.

TRAVELLERS have moved on 
to a popular Walsall community 
park. Walsall Arboretum is the 
latest site to be hit by an encamp¬ 
ment of travellers, believed to 
have been the same which set up 
camp at Barr Beacon last week. 

Around 20 caravans are cur¬ 
rently at the Arboretum site, 
which is usually a popular spot 
for families, dog walkers and chil¬ 
dren. The travellers turned up at 
Barr Beacon last Monday, hav¬ 


ing previously spent more than a 
week on Brownhills Common. 

It is believed they moved on to 
the Arboretum on Friday night. 

Councillor Mike Bird, Walsall’s 
Conservative group leader, said: 
“I am absolutely at the end of my 
tether with this. It seems to me 
that these people are just a law 
unto themselves and they have no 
regard for our parks and land. 

“They will do whatever it takes 
to get into a site and stay there 


until they are moved. I am all for 
tolerance but I think if they are 
blatantly breaking the law like 
this we need to be using the full 
force of the law to punish them. 
I would like to see us take their 
vehicles, anything we can to stop 
this.” 

Other sites in the borough 
which have been repeatedly set 
upon by travellers have had in¬ 
junctions imposed to move the 
groups on faster.

Club in tribute 
to tragic cyclist 

A CYCLING club has paid tribute to 
a teenage rider who died in a road 
accident. Wolverhampton Wheelers 
Cycling Club chairman John Ireson 
called Joseph Guy’s death an ‘abso¬ 
lute tragedy’, add¬ 
ing that he had 
plans to compete 
professionally. 

The 16-year-old, 
from Willenhall, 
died after a col¬ 
lision with a van 
last Wednesday 
morning. Mr Ire- 
son added: “He 
had a love of cy¬ 
cling and it was his dream to com¬ 
pete professionally. He was already 
competing at a national level and he 
was a very good time trialist. He was 
a lovely lad, cheeky chap. The tributes 
have been overwhelming.” 

Joseph died after colliding with a 
van off the A449 Stafford Road, near 
Wolverhampton.

Walsall councillor Ian Shires, who 
represents the Willenhall North ward, 
says he believes schools in the Short 
Heath and New Invention area could 
see their budgets cut by almost £1.3 
million by 2020.

Property giant 
buys five sites 

A BLACK Country property company 
has bought up around 100,000 sq ft 
of industrial and shop space in a mul¬ 
ti-million pound string of deals. 

London & Cambridge Properties 
(LCP), based in Kingswinford, has 
bought sites in Sheffield and Hull and 
three parades of shops, two in Derby¬ 
shire and one in Brough, near Hull for 
an undisclosed total. 

The firm owns Wolverhampton’s 
Wulfrun shopping centre, Dudley’s 
Churchill Centre, Brierley Hill’s Moor 
Centre, Park Place in Walsall and 
Aldridge Shopping Centre. 

Commute costs 
workers 16 days 

NEW research has found that 71.7 per 
cent of workers in Birmingham are 
losing up to 16 days a year commuting 
to and from work. 

The survey of 1,200 workers, for in¬ 
dependent job board CV-Library also 
indicated that 10.3 per cent commute 
for up to four hours a day. 

The percentage commuting to work 
five days a week was 81.8 per cent. Of 
professionals 65.2 per cent say that 
they enjoy their commute, but 64.7 per 
cent would relocate for a shorter trip 
and 56.4 per cent would turn down a 
job that required a longer commute. 

Landlords using 
agents on rise 

THE number of landlords who use 
a letting agent to help manage their 
property has increased since the end 
of last year, according to a recent sur¬ 
vey of investors. 

Research for the National Land¬ 
lords’ Association found 61 per cent 
currently use a letting agent to man¬ 
age their properties, a rise of seven 
per cent since the end of 2016. 

The proportion of landlords who 
self-manage has decreased by nearly 
10 per cent over the last year.

Breaking 
down the 
different 
areas of 
our voters 

WALSALL NORTH’S constituency 
is in the heart of an area traditionally 
focused on manufacturing which re¬ 
tains many mechanical and engineer¬ 
ing jobs in its economy. 

The seat was created in 1955 from 
part of Walsall. After Conservative 
victories, Labour regained the seat in 
1979; their candidate was the former 
Croydon South MP David Winnick, 
who has represented the constituency 
since then. 

Going into the 2015 General Elec¬ 
tion, Walsall North was 13th on the list 
of Conservative target seats. Winnick 
increased his majority to 1,937. 

A WORKING class constituency with 
a large Muslim population, WALSALL 
SOUTH has been solidly Labour 
since 1974. It is at the heart of an area 
that traditionally was focused on man¬ 
ufacturing and includes the town of 
Darlaston and is bisected by the M6. 

Also covered by the seat are the 
local authority wards of Bentley, Pad- 
dock, Palfrey, Pheasey Park Farm, 
Pleck and St Matthew’s. 

Until 2010 Walsall South had been 
served by only two MPs since 1955 
- Conservative Henry d’Avigdor-Gold- 
smid and Labour’s Bruce George. In¬ 
cumbent Valerie Vaz won the seat on 
Mr George’s retirement in 2010. 

THE ALDRIDGE-BROWNHILLS 

constituency makes up the north 
eastern fringe of Walsall, neighbour¬ 
ing Burntwood, Lichfield and Sutton 
Coldfield. It is often described as a 
seat of two halves. Aldridge is pre¬ 
dominantly an affluent residential 
community, while Brownhills is an 
ex-mining industrial town. The con¬ 
stituency also covers Walsall Wood, 
Pelsall, Rushall, Shelfield, and Streetly. 
Over three-quarters of residents are 
homeowners, putting it in the top 55 
for home ownership among constitu¬ 
encies in England and Wales. 

It also has one of the higher propor¬ 
tions of people describing themselves 
as Christian with 70.2 per cent. 

Sir Richard Shepherd was the MP 
for 36 years between 1979 and 2015. 

CREATED in 1983 after the old Staf¬ 
fordshire South West constituency 
was renamed, SOUTH STAFFORD¬ 
SHIRE has been a Tory hotbed since 
its inception. It contains around two- 
thirds of the South Staffordshire lo¬ 
cal government district and features 
Cheslyn Hay and Great Wyrley. 

Government Chief Whip Gavin Wil¬ 
liamson has held the seat since 2010. 

On that occasion he won with a ma¬ 
jority of 16,590, which he extended to 
20,371 in 2015. Previously the seat 
was held by Patrick Cormack - now 
Lord Cormack, meaning that only two 
people have ever reigned in the con¬ 
stituency.

Thousands 
of hospital 
complaints 

MORE than 3,000 complaints have 
been received by the Walsall Health¬ 
care NHS Trust over the last year 
- however bosses have said they are 
pleased that the total number has 
seen a fall. The trust which runs the 
Manor Hospital, received 3,109 com¬ 
plaints over the last 12 months, a de¬ 
crease from 3,416 the previous year. 

These included six MP letters and 
284 formal complaints with the major¬ 
ity of the total coming in the form of 
informal concern’s, which amounted 
for 2,091 of the total complaints. 

Gary Perry, head of patient rela¬ 
tions with the trust, said: “During 
2016/2017, the over-riding theme 
emerging from formal complaints 
was ‘clinical care, assessment and 
treatment. This accounted for 59 per 
cent of all complaint categories with 
communication, appointments, diag¬ 
nosis and discharge accounting for the 
majority of the rest.” 

Mr Perry also added that the trust 
was looking to improve the way it 
handles complaints. He said: “The 
trust recognises that our patients and 
service users have a range of experi¬ 
ences when using our services and 
that we should provide them with a 
mechanism to feed back to us both 
positive and negative experiences. 

“Where possible, we should take 
immediate action to put things right 
and where this is not possible it is 
important that we have a robust com¬ 
plaints process in place.” 

Commemorative 
coins are stolen 

POLICE are asking people to be on 
the look out for commemorative coins 
after they were stolen during a house 
burglary. 

It is unknown how many coins were 
taken in the burglary on Lichfield 
Road in Pelsall last Thursday, but 
the coins include six ‘Icons of Steam’ 
coins bearing pictures of famous 
steam locomotives including the Fly¬ 
ing Scotsman. 

Other coins included a number of 
Queen’s Jubilee coins and five recent¬ 
ly-issued Liverpool FC commemora¬ 
tive coins bearing pictures of players 
including Steven Gerrard and Ian 
Rush. All coins are roughly the same 
size as a lOp piece and are gold and 
silver in colour. A police spokesman 
said anyone being offered such coins 
should call 101. 

New £275m city 
homes scheme 

PROPERTY development business 
Regency Residential is to submit a 
scheme for a mixed-use development 
on a run-down site in Bristol Street, 
Birmingham. 

The £275 million garden village 
scheme known as New Monaco is next 
to Bristol Street Motors and involves 
more than 1,000 apartments and town 
houses. If approved by Birmingham 
City Council the new homes would be 
built at some point during the final 
quarter of 2021. 


Library's closure is

A FIVE-YEAR-OLD multi-million 
pound library is to close in a matter 
weeks after last-ditch attempts to 
keep it open failed. Pelsall Library, in 
Walsall, was opened in 2012 by Prince 
Edward and cost around £5 million, 
but it has now been confirmed it will 
close on June 30 as the council looks 
to save £86m by 2020. 

The library, which campaigners say 
is the second-most visited in Walsall, 
had been earmarked for closure last 
year but after nearly 2,000 people 
signed a petition to keep the library 
open, it had been hoped that an agree-

ment could be reached with Walsall 
Council. However, despite the council 
agreeing to re-look at the proposed 
closure, this has failed. 

Pelsall councillor Garry Perry said: 
“This is indeed a most regrettable act 
and one we find hard to stomach. 

“However as you will know from 
my updates, I have, supported by my 
colleagues Councillors Marco Longhi 
and Carl Bennett, been looking at al¬ 
ternative ways of keeping a ‘loaning 
facility’ alive at Pelsall in addition to 
using the space creatively. To this end 
I can confirm that all existing groups 


who operate from the library will con¬ 
tinue to do so. 

“We are working with a commu¬ 
nity partner, Brownhills Community 
Association, on a collaborative model 
to make the most of the space and en¬ 
courage and increase the use thereof.” 

As well as Pelsall - Beechdale, Blak- 
enall, New Invention, Pleck, Pheasey, 
Rushall, South Walsall and Walsall 
Wood libraries will all close next 
month. Councillor Mike Bird, the 
leader of the Conservative opposition 
in Walsall, described the closures as 
‘economics of the madhouse’. 


I'm proud to be gay 
man and a Muslim

“I’D rather see two Muslim men hold¬ 
ing hands than holding guns.” 

Speaking in light of the recent terrorist at¬ 
tacks, these are the words of one of the few 
openly gay Muslim men, planning to tie the 
knot with his partner this month. 

In what is believed to be the first same-sex mar¬ 
riage involving a Muslim, Jahed Choudhury, from 
Darlaston, has been shunned by by his family and 
friends for being gay and hopes to live happily after 
following a troubled upbringing. 

The 24-year-old will marry his 19-year-old part¬ 
ner, Sean Rogan, on June 22, after living together 
for the past 18 months. 

The couple first met when Mr Rogan came across 
a distraught Mr Choudhury crying on a bench in 
Darlaston. 

Mr Choudhury added: “I’d not long overdosed 
and I was crying on a bench and Sean came over 
and asked if I was okay. He gave me hope at one of 
my lowest points and he’s stood by me all the way.” 

Growing up with Bangladeshi parents and two 
brothers and one sister in a traditional Muslim 
household, Mr Choudhury recalls always being the 
“black sheep” of the family. 

He added: “I was always the black sheep in my 
family, I stood out like a sore thumb. 

Ingrained 

“I never liked football, I preferred watching fash¬ 
ion shows on TV. 

“I remember feeling trapped. 

“When I was about eight or nine I realised some¬ 
thing was wrong and I told my mom everything, my 
dad got angry at the time. 

“I didn’t understand what it was, but it was in¬ 
grained into me that being gay was wrong. 

“I was taken into the headteacher at primary 
school who said it’s our secret and it was left at 
that, I wasn’t allowed to talk about it again.” 

Mr Choudhury then went to secondary school - 
Darlaston Community Science College - where he 
claims he was repeatedly bullied. 

He said: “It went all over school, people would 
spit on me, empty the rubbish bins on me, call me 
pig and the Muslim people would shout ‘harum’ - 
which is a very nasty insult in my language.” 

A period of trying to change his sexual orienta¬ 
tion consisted of him having a girlfriend, changing 
his social circle, taking medication and even going 
on a pilgrimage to Saudi Arabia and Bangladesh. 

According to Mr Choudhury the situation only 
got worse - he was assaulted by fellow Muslims in 
the street where he lived and ‘fag’ was sprayed on 
his front door. 


The mosque he’d been attending for the past 15 
years no longer allowed him in and he was physi¬ 
cally attacked by other Muslim boys. 

Feeling ostracised, Mr Choudhury attempted to 
kill himself. 

He added: “I’d been viciously attacked by Muslim 
boys, my mosque told me non-Muslims were not al¬ 
lowed in. 

“I tried killing myself and I then met Sean. 

“The housing association got us a house in a week 
and we’ve been living together ever since. I proposed 
on Sean’s birthday last June.” 

Mr Choudhury says he now has post-traumatic 
stress disorder meaning he struggles to face people 
alone and can’t work. 

He is now set to take a significant step forward 


for both the Muslim and LGBT communities when 
he gets married at Walsall Registry Office in a few 
days. 

He added: “We’re going to have a big party in 
Darlaston afterwards and go to Spain for a week on 
holiday. 

“This is about showing people I don’t care, my 
family doesn’t want to come on the day, they just 
don’t want to see it, it’s too embarrassing for them. 

“They think it’s a disease and can be cured, some 
of my family still call it a phase. 

“I want to say to all people going through the 
same thing that’s it’s okay - we’re going to show 
the whole world that you can be gay and Muslim.”

A COUPLE of weeks ago I argued that 
as there was no significant rail network 
in the Black Country, people here would 
find it hard to stomach paying more tax 
to subsidise well-heeled commuters in 
London. Environmentalist Tim Weller has 
been in touch, and raises some interest¬ 
ing questions which do deserve answers. 

Tim calls for the reopening of the 
mothballed line connecting Stourbridge 
and Dudley to Burton-upon Trent which 
would effectively open-up a 75-mile link 
between Worcester and Derby, as well 
as putting the Black Country back on the 
national rail map. 

But instead, for reasons never properly 
explained, the powers-that-be seem in¬ 
tent on using a small piece of that valua¬ 
ble line, from Wednesbury to Brierley Hill, 
for the “bus on rails” that is the Midland 
Metro. This would make it impossible to 
run a proper rail service on that stretch. 

Tim wonders why the Metro, which 
would cost £30 million per km to install, 
is favoured over restoring the old rail ser¬ 
vice, which would cost less than £6 mil¬ 
lion per km. Maybe somebody would like 
to challenge this but it seems to me that 
the Black Country would benefit far more 
from a fast rail service linking it to the rest 
of the country than a slow tram running 
for just a few miles.

Walk away advice

Urgent plea to save 
Walsall charity dog 



Red, who works with victims of sexual abuse 


A CHARITY has launched a £15,000 crowd funding cam¬ 
paign to try and prevent a the termination of a dog who 
works with victims of sexual abuse. Crisis Point in Wal¬ 
sall has launched the campaign on Just Giving and needs 
to raise the cash to fund knee surgery for Red, a German 
Shepherd who works as a therapy dog for the charity. 

Red, who is three and a half years old, supports children 
who have experienced sexual abuse and have internalised 
their trauma by getting them to open and help move for¬ 
ward with their lives. 

However the former police dog suffers from osteochon¬ 
dritis dissecans (OCD), a joint disorder which causes pain 
and swelling and forces the affected joint to lock up during 
movement. Last year his OCD flared up and a scoping op¬ 
eration in February this year revealed he needs to have 
total knee replacements by September. If he does not get 
the operation then his condition will deteriorate and he will 
need to be put down. 

A spokesman for Crisis Point said: “Red is a prime exam¬ 
ple of not judging a book by its cover; his large build fools 
no-one, as his gentle interior shines through and touches 
ah who meet him.” 

At the time of writing Crisis Point’s fund for Red has 
reached £4,482.75 of the £15,000 needed.

Outrage as children's 
maze hit by vandals

VANDALS have attacked a 
popular park - damaging an 
activity maze for children. 

It’s the second time in just over 
a year that Ashmore Park, near 
Willenhall, has been targeted. 

Around a dozen wooden posts were 
found broken and pulled out of the 
ground, being left scattered nearby. 

Councillor Phil Bateman called the 
attack a disgrace, adding: “This piece 
of play equipment has been attacked, 
I for the life of me cannot understand 
why this should happen. 

“I am sure Ashmore Park families 


are as dismayed as I am about this 
vandalism. It’s disheartening, we have 
people trying so hard to keep this area 
respectable and we’ve only recently 
had new play equipment installed. 

“It obviously costs money for us to 
replace this, money which we could re¬ 
ally do with spending elsewhere. 

“But I have received a name from a 
member of the public that, as always, 
I will be passing on to the police show¬ 
ing the power of social media at work.” 

Following the attack, Councillor 
Bateman has also asked local author¬ 
ities if the nearby CCTV could cover 
the Ashmore Park area. He added: 


“As always we’ll work together to put 
a stop to this. A similar type of attack 
happened last year, when an outdoor 
gym was attacked.” 

The city council’s environmen¬ 
tal team said: “This piece of natural 
play equipment, fun for the children 
to run around and to challenge their 
balancing skills on the variable height 
wooden stumps, has unfortunately 
succumb to thoughtless vandalism. 
This will be put right over the com¬ 
ing days but it’s an expense we would 
rather do without.”

RESIDENTS in Goscote and 
Blakenall who are currently 
out of full-time employment 
have become youth volun¬ 
teers after taking part in a 
six-day youth leaders course. 

The residents, who live at the 
new Waters Keep development 
took on a youth leader training 
course, which provided them 
with volunteering opportunities 
to work with young people in and 
around their local area. 

The programme also resulted in the 
12 residents gaining a Level 1 Certifi¬ 
cate in Employability Skills qualifica¬ 
tion. 

Sessions were delivered by Walsall 
College at Bloxwich Community Part¬ 
nership’s Blakenall Centre. 

Now that they have completed the 
programme, the participants have 
joined whg’s Volunteering Works pro¬ 
gramme and will gain experience help¬ 
ing out in their community. 

The 10 residents all live near the 
Waters Keep estate, where work is on¬ 
going to build 412 new homes. 

Activities 

The estate forms one part of the £88 
million Goscote Lane Corridor Regen¬ 
eration programme. 

With new play facilities planned 
near the estate, local residents and 
partner agencies will work together 
to provide activities to engage young 
people. 

Julie Adams, aged 36, is among the 
new recruit of volunteers. She said: 
“I have been volunteering as a youth 
worker for Bloxwich Community Part¬ 
nership for the last two years. 

“I was inspired to volunteer after 
my cousin passed away at the age of 
21. I felt lost after his death but it in¬ 
spired me to do something positive and 
give something back. 

“I wanted to take part in this pro¬ 
gramme so I could gain some qualifi¬ 
cations. 

“I learned loads on the programme 
and I’m now looking forward to help¬ 
ing out more young people. Volunteer¬ 
ing is really rewarding - as much as I 
help people, it helps me too.” 


A COMMUNITY leader has called for 
people to rally together to stop elderly 
residents getting stung by fraudsters. 

On numerous occasions in recent 
months elderly people have fallen vic¬ 
tim to scammers or bogus officials who 
have either taken money from them or 
attempted to do so. 

Police have put out appeals for peo¬ 
ple to be aware in an effort to prevent 
these type of crimes. 

Councillor Doug James, who rep¬ 
resents the Darlaston South ward in 
Walsall, has now said that more needs 
to be done to protect ‘isolated’ elderly 
people and called for neighbours to 
offer their assistance. He said: “The 


targeting of vulnerable elderly by 
criminals eager to defraud them of 
their hard earned money is occurring 
at an alarming rate across The Black 
Country. It is a crime that is as wide¬ 
spread as it is heartless. 

“More must be done to keep local 
people informed and protected against 
fraudsters. It is all too easy to talk 
about isolated elderly and fail to ac¬ 
tually reach the individuals most at 
risk by fraudsters. Family friends and 
neighbours of elderly people also need 
to be aware of how they can offer as¬ 
sistance. Keeping in touch with one 
another, and giving a little time for 
others can help in a big way.”

Club concerns over factory site plans

A FOOTBALL club with more than 
200 players and even a connection to 
TV’s The Apprentice fears the rede¬ 
velopment of a factory next door could 
cast doubt over its future. 

Red Star AFC has been based on 
Middlemore Lane, Aldridge, for a dec¬ 
ade after moving from Streetly where 
it spent the first three years of its ex¬ 
istence. It was founded by Steve Bird, 
aged 52, and has gone from strength 
to strength ever since now boasting 
teams 14 up to under 21s. 

The club also features a dance stu¬ 
dio started by his daughter Jemma 
which was influential in securing her 


a spot on series 10 of the Apprentice 
in 2014. But as reported earlier this 
month, land owners the St Francis 
Group have now submitted plans to 
Walsall Council to redevelop the his¬ 
toric former McKechnie brassworks 
next door. 

The St Francis Group has applied 
to demolish the old McKechnie Brass 
factory in Middlemore Lane, Aldridge, 
and change the use of the site to in¬ 
clude light industrial purposes as well 
as storage and distribution. 

The third part of the firm’s ‘hybrid’ 
bid will be to build 22,703sq m of new 
units bringing life back to the 14-acre 


plot which has been abandoned for 
nearly four years. 

While the scheme does not directly 
impact the recreational ground occu¬ 
pied by Red Star, which they rent from 
St. Francis one year at a time, Steve 
feels the development could eventu¬ 
ally pave the way to the club losing its 
home of 10 years. He has now called 
for reassurances from the developer. 

Steve said: “They have always give 
us cart blanche which has been great 
and we have progressed brilliantly. 
But now we live in fear of them build¬ 
ing on it. No-one from the St Francis 
Group was available for comment.

Drivers from Germany drop off the new gamma camera, to detect cancerous tumours, at Walsall Manor Hospital 


WORK to install a vital new gamma 
camera at Walsall Manor Hospital 
is under way. The camera, which is 
used to detect cancerous tumours and 
a host of other medical problems, is 
costing in excess of £650,000 and staff 
are being trained to use it. 

The camera arrived from Germany 
last Friday and the project to install 
it and train all staff is due to be com¬ 
pleted this summer. 

Contractors had to dig out the old 
floor in the room that will house the 
new gamma camera and lined it with 
lead to protect staff and patients from 
the effects of radiation. The floor has 


also had to be reinforced to support 
the new camera which is above the 
Clinical Measurement Unit at the hos¬ 
pital. 

The existing camera was installed a 
decade ago and is outdated, with the 
new one part-funded thanks to Wal¬ 
sall League of Friends which donated 
£100,000 towards the cost. 

The new camera has a SPECT/CT 
attachment, which will improve image 
quality and diagnosis and offer an im¬ 
proved service to patients. 

It will now be possible to perform 
modern examinations, and patients 
who currently have to travel to other 


hospitals for their examination will 
now be able to receive this in Walsall. 

Jo Lydon, Divisional Director of 
Clinical Support Services for Walsall 
Healthcare NHS Trust, said: “A lot of 
preparatory work has been going on 
since April but we’re now in a position 
to install and commission the new 
gamma camera. Throughout the work 
we have tried to ensure patients have 
been disrupted as little as possible. 

“We’re all looking forward to the 
summer completion so we can con¬ 
tinue to make a real difference to the 
safe, high quality care that our pa¬ 
tients deserve.”

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E unnyman Jimnny Carr has 
been one of nation’s most 
successful stand-up comics, 
since launching his career in

The deadpan master of dark humour has 
a household name through his work on the 
Channel 4 panel show 8 Out of 10 Cats and The Big Fat 
Quiz of the Year. 

He’s back on the road after gathering a selection of 
his very best jokes along with brand new material for the 
ultimate comedy show. Jimmy will headline Birmingham’s 
Symphony Hall on Saturday in The Best of, Ultimate Gold, 
Greatest Hits Tour. 

A man who has devoted his life to crafting perfect jokes 
and has left a trail of laughter in his wake, his new tour will 
distill everything we love to laugh at and be shocked by, 
into one unparalleled night of entertainment. 

During his years in stand-up, Jimmy has performed 
nine sell-out tours, playing nearly 2,000 shows to over 
two million people across four continents. He’s won the 
British Comedy Award for Best Live Stand-Up Tour and 
been nominated for the Perrier Award. 

At the start of his career, Jimmy had no plans to work 
in TV. “I had no aspiration as a kid at all. If I’d known that 
it was possible to work in television, I would have wanted 
to be a producer; but I didn’t know anyone in that world. It 
wasn’t an option. 

“Instead I took the line of least resistance. I grew up in 
middle-class Berkshire, so I was obviously going to do A 
Levels and try to get to the best university possible. 

“The fact I’ve lost my Catholic faith would probably 
come as the biggest surprise. 

“I got to Cambridge and then worked way too hard to 
get a job in marketing for a blue-chip company. It was 
amazing that at no point during those years did I think, 
‘What the devil am I up to?’ 

“My young self would be a bit shocked that in my 
mid-20s I made a conscious decision to do something 
completely out of the ordinary. I left my well-paid job to 
join the circus.

“The whole being-on-television thing would seem a 
bit surreal to my younger self. I think I’d also be a bit 
concerned at the lack of work I do: I only have to do two 
hours a day max to be considered the hardest working 
man in comedy. 

“I was a little bit melancholy as a youngster but I’m a lot 
happier now. Doing comedy makes me happy.” 

Jimmy has taken his show around the world and has 
proved a hit in Japan. He was thrilled to fly out to the Land 
of the Rising Sun. 

“I desperately wanted to go to Japan. My promoter 
friend and I are obsessed with food. So we were looking 
at places to go and tour with amazing restaurants so 
we can go and eat some amazing food. And Tokyo was 
number one on our list. We basically put it in the tour so 
we could eat incredible Japanese food. It is the best in 
the world. If you like watching documentaries on people 
making sushi, which I do, who doesn’t want to go to 
Japan?” 

In an age of observational comedy, Jimmy is happy to 
go it alone and tell jokes. He has no axe to grind and just 
likes making people laugh. 

“In this day and age people don’t do one-line jokes. 
There’s an American tradition of telling people about their 
lives. But I don’t mean it. It’s not like I’m telling jokes but 
there’s a message there. I have no axe to grind. I’m an 
entertainer. I’m not trying to be a wise man. My thing on

controversy is it’s an easy story on a slow news day. I 
never apologise for jokes. At most I’ve said sorry you’re 
upset. It was a joke! I’m only joking. I’m not making a 
serious political statement; I’m just making you laugh. 

“You have to be respectful of the right to be offended 
but I will joke about anything as long as the joke is good 
enough to warrant it. There’s got to be a gut-wrenching 
laugh. My favourite noise in comedy is a laugh followed 
by an intake of breath. Because a laugh is a reflex. A 
sharp intake is their conscience saying they shouldn’t 
have laughed at that. The audience regulate comedy in 
a way that doesn’t happen in other art forms. If the 
audience don’t laugh it wasn’t even a joke, it was 
just two sentences strung together. Ultimately 
they are the arbiters of taste and decency and 
what’s funny.” 

Jimmy’s new show deals with many of the 
funniest jokes he’s ever told and he’s perfectly 
happy to return to that material. He thinks 
people will enjoy hearing the best gags again - 
just as rock fans love listening to their favourite 
band’s hits. 

“I’m quite an old fashioned comedian in a 
strange way, because not many people do one 
liners anymore - not many people do jokes. They 
might do a long story that’s got a lots of laughs 
along the way and then a big punch line at the end 
and if you’ve heard that before, you know where it goes 
and the surprise is done. But when you’re telling three, 
four gags a minute, I think you can go back. People forget 
them. 

“People tell me my own jokes. It’s one of my favourite 
things: at the end of the show there’s always a 
signing and people kind of go “I’ve got one 
you’re going to love” and you go ‘“Yes - 
that’s from my second DVD!” It’s a 
lovely thing when they live on in 
someone else’s head. It’s quite 
sweet. But I’m not frightened 
by it because I’ve sort of 
been doing best-of shows on 
the quiet for years - they’re 
called corporates.” 

Perceptions of Jimmy 
have changed over the year. 

Once he was thought of as 
the dark prince of comedy, 
an enfant terrible who’d tell 
scandalous gags. However, 
opinions towards him have 
mellowed - even though 
his material hasn’t. He’s 
happy to no longer be in 
the spotlight - and even 
happier that he’s more 
successful than ever. 

“I’m probably bigger 
now than I’ve ever been, 
but it’s less of a story. I can 
sell lots of tickets, I can play 
shows, but it’s kind of under 
the radar. But it’s when 
you’re on the up and you’ll 
be famous in a year, everyone 
comes to see you. I think it’s 
because it’s almost irritating: 

‘Who’s this new guy? He’s come 
from nowhere!’ I was really conscious of 
this one year, when I was on Channel A 
4 like four nights a week and people 
were like ‘what?’. Now if I do that, 
people just go ‘oh yeah, course he 
is.’” 

Jimmy’s appetite for comedy 
started at an early age. During his 
school years, he was part of a gang 
where the objective was to make 
one another laugh. 

“If you weren’t funny at school, 
you weren’t one of our friends. 

That taught me to handle 
hecklers. Having a good sense of 
humour was how you’d be in the 
group. Everyone was just very, 
very good. That really has been a 
lifelong love of mine - taking the 
piss and knowing where to draw 
the line. If someone heckles me now 
I just think, ‘OK, here we go. I’ve been 


doing this for years!”’ And though he’s now thought of as 
being one of the hardest working men in showbusiness, 
in fact, he used to work much harder. 

“I really enjoyed working after university in advertising 
and marketing. I’d tell myself at 16 it is nice to have 
a relatable and normal life. If you go straight into 
showbusiness you are never really grateful for how easy it 
is. And it is really easy. When you start doing comedy it is 
the first time you are self-employed so you think you are 
never going to do any more gigs than this - so you do all 
of them. I remember for the first four years 
in comedy I was doing upwards of 300 
gigs a year. If someone asked me 
I wanted to go to Plymouth for 
£60 I’d say yes. I was paying my 
dues.”

Birmingham Royal Ballet 
performs the world premiere 
of Arcadia at Birmingham 
Hippodrome this month. 

The one-act ballet is the 
first major commission as 
choreographer for Birmingham 
Royal Ballet dancer Ruth Brill 
(pictured), and will be part of a 
three ballet programme alongside 
Michael Corder’s Le Baiser de la 
fee and John Cranko’s ever-popular 
Pineapple Poll. 

Arcadia was born when BRB 
director David Bintley mentioned 
John Harle’s music to Ruth. The 
Tyneside-born musician is probably 
best known for composing the 
theme to TV’s Silent Witness and 
for working with Michael Nyman. 


After watching her initial work, 
Bintley commissioned Ruth to 
choreograph Arcadia. Designed by 
Birmingham City University student 
Atena Ameri and accompanied 
by a striking new score from 
saxophonist Harle, this new work is 
centred around the Ancient Greek 
god Pan and his dual nature, as 
half-man, half-animal. 

The Kent-born ballerina says: 
“This is an incredible opportunity 
for me as a young choreographer. It 
is rare for an artistic director to give 
an opportunity like this. 

“I’ve learnt so much from 
David throughout this process 
and it’s an honour to be part 
of the choreographic legacy of 
Birmingham Royal Ballet.” 

Ruth is no stranger to 


choreographing for diverse 
projects, both her Rhapsody In 
Blue and Matryoskha for BRB were 
memorable, but Arcadia represents 
her biggest challenge to date. 

She says: “This is the first time 
I’ve worked with a composer and 
the collaboration with John Harle 
has been wonderful. We are also 
honoured that he will be performing 
live at every show.” 

Designer Atena Ameri has taken 
a year out from her degree at BCU 
to design the brand-new ballet, 
after wowing ballet bosses with her 
exceptional portfolio. 

Birmingham Royal Ballet perform 
family favourite Coppelia from June 
13 to 17.

A lawyer aiming to put right 
miscarriages of justice 


W ho said there aren’t enough 
roles for women of a certain 
age on TV? 

Clearly they haven’t been 
watching the box during the past 
few years, because this is a golden 
period for such dramas. 

Sarah Lancashire recently won a 
Bafta for her brilliant performance in 
the second series of Happy Valley, 
while her Last Tango in Halifax co- 
star Nicola Walker has had lead 
roles in River and Unforgotten. Anna 
Friel is currently appearing in the 
BBC’s Broken and previous starred 
in ITV’s Marcella. 

And then there’s Helen McCrory. 
Although always hugely talented, 
she’s come into her own in recent 
years, with roles Peaky Blinders, 
Penny Dreadful, Leaving and now 
this new, six-part drama. 

It’s been created and written by 
Patrick Harbinson, whose previous 
credits include 24 and Homeland 
(which starred McCrary’s husband, 
Damian Lewis). 

“A few years ago I was asked if I 
would be interested in writing a 


drama about a radical lawyer,” 
explains Harbinson. “I said yes - as 
long as the stories could have a 
strong political element to them, ie 
they were set in the grey area where 
politics and law could collide, and 
as long as the lawyer in question 
could be something of a throwback 
-an ‘unreconstructed lefty lawyer’, 
as Michael Gambon’s character 
calls her. 

“The result was Emma Banville, 
played by Helen McCrory. Fearless 
is about an abuse of justice, Kevin 
Russell is convicted of murdering 
15-year-old Linda Simms in 2003, 
and an abuse of power - political 
forces with no obvious connection 
to the case are determined to ensure 
Russell’s conviction is upheld.” 

He adds: “If there’s a point to this 
series, beyond what I hope is six 
entertaining hours of TV, it’s that this 
apparently ‘indefensible’ person 
could one day be any of us - just as 
one day it was Stefan Kiszko, 
Christopher Jefferies and five 
Irishmen on a train from 
Birmingham - and let’s hope there’s 
an Emma there to defend us.” 


“We’ve seen strong female leads 
on TV, but Patrick Harbinson has 
created a character I’ve never seen 
before,” says McCrory. “Avery 
vulnerable her to the next 
generation. A woman who really is a 
pioneer and is finding her own way. 
A reaction to her own damaged 
past, but also Emma cares so much 
about what’s happening in the 
world about her. 

“Emma feels alone. She’s not part 
of an establishment. She’s not part 
of a gang. You see her on the street 
and you see her investigating and 
trying to find out the truth. That 
really touched me because I felt this 
is exactly where the world is at the 
moment.” 

McCrory is at the heart and soul of 
the drama, but she’s surrounded by 
other fine talents, including the 
aforementioned Gambon, who 
plays an influential and highly 
respected academic, Wunmi 
Mosaku, who takes the role of Olivia 
Greenwood, who investigated the 
Linda Simms case, and John 
Bishop, who has been cast as 
Emma’s partner.

A friend runs a Shropshire restaurant. He’s 
earned ratings from The Good Food Guide 
and AA for a menu that combines the best 
of seasonal flavour. He’s busy, pays good 
salaries and, you’d expect, he’d have a 
queue of cooks waiting at the door asking 
for a job. 

The opposite is true. Despite being in one of the 
county’s best locations, despite have extraordinary 
suppliers and despite being one of the most charming 
employers in the county, the kitchen seems to 
have a revolving door. Chefs spin in and out at an 
alarming rate, wrongly imagining that grass is greener 
elsewhere. 

He suffers from what I call the Fish and Chip 
Conundrum. His customers love fish and chips - but 
chefs think they’re above such fripperies. They want to 
dazzle like Heston, rather than fry like The Codfather. 
Fools - the lot of them. 

My friend reasons with them, encouraging them to 
make their version of the humble chip supper the best 
in the county. He exhorts them to cook with greater 
precision, to make sure their seasoning is pinpoint 
perfect, to create a batter that cracks and crunches 
with the sound of shattering glass and to triple cook 
their chips in the beef dripping of wagyu cattle, or 
something similar. .. 

And yet time and again, his chefs give up the ghost 
because they want to create a pea espuma to serve with 
a black pepper and pineapple beignet alongside air- 
dried duck pastrami and spherified white balsamic. Or 
some such nonsense. 

The Granary Grill, at Weston Park, went through a 
phase where its chefs wrongly imagined they were 
competing against the county’s fine dining elite. And 
so, for a little while, chefs would over-complicate and 


add in layers of needless detail when all the customers 
really wanted was a decent steak, a stunning burger, a 
banging plate of moules et frites or a luxurious prawn 
cocktail followed by a sauteed corn-fed chicken breast 
with garlic mash. 

A few years on and the penny seems to have 
dropped. The Granary Grill menu 2017 is spot on, 
featuring a mix of tried and tested gastro pub classics - 
confit duck leg with lentils, twice-baked goat’s cheese 
souffle, a rib eye steak with hand cut chips - alongside 
a few dishes that are a little more exotic but do not 


alienate. There are sides that all would recognise: hand 
cut chips, cider-battered onion rings, garlic mushrooms, 
bearnaise sauce and a salad et al. The age of chefs 
having ideas above their station is well and truly over 
and instead they appear to have adopted the maxim 
of my restaurateur friend - people love simple food, so 
make your version better than anyone else’s. 

For that’s precisely what the Granary Grill does. 
During a midweek supper, my friend and I were dazzled 
by two courses that really oughtn’t to have been 
anything special: a prawn cocktail and a humble burger. 


Both were memorable and stood out from the crowd - 
more of which later. 

Weston Park seems to be on a mission to make eating 
out the easiest pursuit known to man. It’s user-friendly 
website is easy to navigate, its online booking service 
the easiest in town - I booked online and within two 
hours we were sitting down to eat. Easy peasy lemon 
cheesey (cake). 

Delight 

The venue remains a delight. Located on the vast and 
ever-impressive Weston Park Estate, it’s easy to reach,
